BARRY GOLFER JAILED 
FOR SWINDLING DWP 


A SWINDLER who cheated 
the state benefit system to the 
tune of more than £26,000 has 
been jailed for six months at 
Cardiff Crown Court, writes 
AJSICLUNA. 

Alan Bannister (56), a former 
mechanical engineer, who had no 
previous convictions, of Barry 
Road, Barry, was described by his 
defence counsel, David Leathly, as 
“a broken man”. 

The court heard he had been 
secretly filmed by Department of 
Work and Pensions’ investigators 
playing golf, despite claims to the 
authorities he could barely walk 50 
yards without experiencing severe 
difficulties and it took him at least 
15 minutes. 

Bannister had been found guilty 
of obtaining money transfers by 
deception. 

Recorder David Miller told him: 
“You committed what was a 
blatant fraud.” 

He said he grossly and 
dishonestly distorted his condition 
and his ability to walk. 

The court heard that Bannister 
had been club champion at St 
Andrews Major Coif Club, Dinas 
Powys in 2006 and won many 
competitions while claiming 
benefits. 

Said the Recorder: “At a time of 
national austerity, claiming 
benefits you are not entitled to is 
very serious. This benefit is for 


people who are virtually unable to 
walk.” 

During the trial, it was revealed 
that he had a taxpayer-funded 
mobility car after claiming he was 
in too much pain to walk, and he 
even used that car to drive to the 
club to play with his team, known 
as ‘Sunday Swingers’, and ‘The 
Crazy Cang’. 

Prosecutor Stuart McLeese said 
he continually made dishonest 
representations about the extent of 
his disability to gain access to 
benefits. 

It was not in dispute, said Mr 
McLeese, that he suffered from a 
form of arthritis called ankylosing 
spondylitis, but he didn’t record 
the true effects on hi m when he 
was annually required to fill in 
forms by the DWP. 

The jury during the trial were 
shown a video taken by DWP 
investigators in which Bannister 
appeared to have no problems 
walking. 

Bannister told the jury he had 
“good and bad days”, and played 
golf off a handicap of seven. 

He said his condition had made 
him depressed, and added: “I’m a 
fighter, and I will fight”. 

Because of his illness, he said, 
he had to give up work, took 
several types of drugs and was 
often in extreme pain. 

He denied being a “freeloader 
and malingerer” and said that 
when he made claims for benefits. 


he didn’t lie and didn’t exaggerate 
his symptoms. 

He said when he played golf, it 
was “stop, start”. 

The Recorder said that 
Bannister had persistently 
distorted the impact of his 
condition and had at no time 
indicated there had been an 
improvement. 

In a pre-sentence report, said the 
Recorder, he still maintained his 
innocence of what he described as 
“a blatant fraud”. 

Earlier, his counsel said: “His 
was not pre-planned, cynical 
behaviour. He is genuinely poorly 
and his mobility is stretched.” 

Initially, said Mr Leathly, it was 
a bona fide claim which “soured” 
when he overstepped the mark. 

“He has now learned the error of 
his ways and he is a cause celebre 
who has been vilified as a 
malingerer. 

“Until he exaggerated his 
situation, he was an honourable 
man and the chances of him ever 
offending again are nil. He has 
suffered deeply by falling from 
grace, and is a broken man.” 

Adrian Landec of the DWP, 
said: “The message is clear; if you 
commit benefit fraud, and if you 
are found guilty, there are serious 
consequences.” 

He said that if there was a 
change of circumstances of any 
kind, don’t wait to be caught but 
inform the department.

“Having been led to 
believe that the Welsh 
Labour Government

for the six-week period. 

All other services at 
the hospital will remain 
unaffected. 

Alice Casey, the chief 
operating officer for the 
health board, said: “This 
is great news and shows 
how much the health 
board values the Minor 
Injuries Unit at Barry 
Hospital.

award for. Still Alice, 
sees her play the titular 
Alice, a linguistics 
professor who is 
diagnosed with early- 
onset Alzheimer’s 
Disease; the diagnosis 
sees her life change 
irrevocably, as her life 
is turned upside down 
and her bond with her 
family (husband Alec 
Baldwin and children 
Kate Bos worth, Kristen 
Stewart and Shane 
McRae) is tested... 

It’s sad to report that 
the co-director and co¬ 
writer of Still Alice, 
Richard Glatzer, passed 
away last week, having 
battled against ALS. 

Yet for a man who 
fought so hard against 
the hand dealt to him. 
Still Alice is a glowing, 
powerful and emotional 
testament to those 
whose lives are altered 
by illness. 

Dealing with the 
subject matter of 
Alzheimer’s Disease 
without sugarcoating it 
or attempting to 
sentimentalise it, the 
film is stunning, a piece 
of work whose frank 
and honest approach 
truly hits home. 

The crowning 
achievement is 
undoubtedly Julianne 
Moore’s lead 
performance, which 
rightly resulted in Oscar 
glory; yet even had it 
not been adorned, it’s a 
brave and raw turn, as 
Alice sees her life 
slowly unravelling as 
the disease slowly takes 
control of her. 

It’s a performance of 
understated power from 
Moore, her intelligent 
linguistics professor 
being cruelly struck 
down with cold, slow 
precision, as her 
symptoms run from the 
mundane (forgetting a 
key word of her 
presentation) to the 
severe and upsetting 


(forgetting the names of 
her daughters, and even 
not knowing who they 
are). 

It’s the sort of 
material that handled 
incorrectly could slip 
into mawkishness, but 
Moore takes you 
through the stages of 
Alice’s descent in stark 
detail, at no point do 
you feel led by the 
performance, rather the 
performance subtly 
guides you and connects 
with you on a personal 
level; it’s a moving, 
incredible turn. 

It is a film very much 
led from the front, but 
the performances 
surrounding Moore are 
all impressive as the 
family struggle to come 
to terms (or flat out fail 
to come to terms) with 
the condition, especially 
given that there is a 
50/50 chance the 
disease can strike 
Alice’s children. 

Alec Baldwin’s turn 
as the husband is 
quietly impressive, 
burrowing deeper into 
his career as Alice’s 
diminishes, while Kate 
Bos worth as the 
shrewish daughter is 
cold yet not wholly 
unfeeling. 

It’s Kristen Stewart’s 
turn that shines 
brightest, as the hint of 
disconnect between 
mother and daughter 
gives way to 
rapprochement and 
acceptance. 

That these characters 
remain relatable and 
their responses honest is 
a credit to both Richard 
Glatzer and fellow co- 
writer/co-director Wash 
Westmoreland, whose 
‘matter of fact’ 
approach to telling the 
story takes away any of 
the histrionics or overly 
dramatic moments; it 
feels real, and the pair’s 
directorial approach is 
similarly grounded, the

camera feeling like a fly 
on the wall capturing 
everything. 

The only time they 
ever resort to anything 
overly tricky, it is used 
purely to show Alice’s 
mental deterioration, the 
camera spinning around 
her or blurring. That 
the pair shepherded this 
to the big screen (it’s 
based on a novel by 
Lisa Genova) is clear to 
see given how caring 
and subtle they are with 
the material. 

As the film reaches 
its climax (which, like 
real life, ends on a 
sombre and haunting 
note), you feel a deep 
connection to the 
character, and, perhaps 
importantly, feel not just 
sympathy but also 
empathy that such a 
cruel disease can have 
such terrible 
ramifications. 

That it is handled 
with such maturity 
means that Still Alice is 
moving yet affirming, a 
heartbreaking and 
inspiring film that 
cannot help but get 
under your skin. 

VERDICT: Julianne 
Moore’s tour-de-force 
performance is a 
highlight, but Still Alice 
is more than just a great 
lead performance. The 
rest of the cast impress, 
and the late Richard 
Glatzer and Wash 
Westmoreland do a 
sterling job directing 
and adapting the source 
material in what is a 
raw, unflinching look at 
Alzheimer’s Disease. 
Essential viewing.

As the country’s population continues to grow... 

The UK’s lack of self-sufficiency in 
food could be a long term problem 


A new report published by the NFU 
has revealed disturbing new 
figures relating to the UK’s self- 
sufficiency in food. 

It states that at current rates, just 53 per cent of 
the nation’s food needs will be produced from 
home farms in the next 25 years, with potential 
serious implications for the British economy, food 
security and employment. 

The population is expected to boom over the 
coming decades and there could be around 13 
million extra mouths in the UK by the time the 
country’s self-sufficiency in home-grown food is 
predicted to hit dwindling new lows. 

Currently, the figure stands at 60 per cent - 
following a 30-year downward spiral. The NFU 
says action is needed now, and from successive

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governments, to reverse this current negative trend. 

The report comes at a time when the public is 
becoming increasingly aware of the importance of 
British food and farming. New YouGov figures 
show that 85 per cent of the population want to see 
supermarkets selling more food from British farms 
- an increase from 79 per cent in 2014. 

NFU President Meurig Raymond said: “The 
report highlights the causes of the decline in self- 
sufficiency, including conflicting direction on 
European and UK farm policy; the legacy of 
underinvestment in publicly funded research and 
development; poorly crafted regulation, and weak 
bargaining power within the food chain. Our report 
focuses very clearly on what needs to be done to 
reverse this trend. 

“The stark choice for the next government is 
whether to trust the nation’s food security to 
volatile world markets or to back British farming 
and reverse the worrying trend in food production. 

“I know what I want to happen. I want to see a 
robust plan for increasing the productive potential 
of farming, stimulating investment and ensuring 
that the drive to increase British food production is 
at the heart of every government department.” 


NFU Deputy President Minette Batters said: 

“The important thing to remember about self- 
sufficiency is that it is a yardstick for measuring 
how competitive we are and how much we 
produce. 

“It doesn’t mean limiting or reducing exports; it 
means capitalising on what we are already good at 
and being able to provide great British food to 
shoppers and food procurers throughout Britain. We 
know 85 per cent of the public have said they want 
to see more British food on the shelves. 

“In a volatile world, it’s really important for a 
small island nation to prioritise food security. 
British food should be at the heart of government. 
Get friends and family to make their voices heard 
by casting a vote for British food.

A S the days become 
longer and the 
winter nights 
become shorter, we pet 
owners look forward to 
those early morning walks 
without a torch and poo 
bag held in frosty gloved 
hands; or if a feline 
fancier, bringing an end to 
those dark winter evenings 
chasing Moggy around the 
garden, luring her to come 
inside with a ‘Dreamie’ or 
two before the night sets 
in.

I N last week’s 
GEM, Mr Glyn 
Pooley gave four 
reasons against the 
reinstatement of the 
fairground on Barry 
Island. 

Having read his letter, 
it is difficult to 
understand his reasons 
against the return of the 
fair.

Cemetery 
Approach 
Action Group has 
been monitoring 
events since the 
developer withdrew 
from the public 
inquiry in 1998. 

Early in 1999, the 
group first drew the Vale 
Council’s attention to its 
responsibilities under 
Paragraph 10 of the 
Open Spaces Act 1906. 

The Act says that a 
local authority should 
hold and administer the 
open space in trust to 
allow, and with a view 
to, the enjoyment thereof 
by the public as an open 
space, and maintain and 
keep the open space in a 
good and decent state. 

We have also written 
to the council on several 
occasions over the last 
seven years stressing the 
importance of involving 
and working with the 
community.

THE days are 
getting longer and 
some are even warm 
enough for the bees 
to venture out but 
no internal 

inspection has been 
done yet. 

Clean hive parts are 
ready though some still 
require a little attention. 
Until we get regular 
temperatures of 10°C or 
more, the bees will be 
observed but left well 
alone. Should I judge 
that a colony requires 
feeding, this will be done 
using either liquid feed 
or perhaps the sugar 
dough. 

At present, when the 
bees are venturing out, 
many are returning laden 
with pollen and this is a 
very encouraging sign. 

However, two of my 
colonies have died out, 
but this was because they 
had swarmed last year 
and the new Queens did 
not get mated, and 
colonies with a non¬ 
functioning Queen are in 
no way prepared for the 
winter shut down. 

I could have attempted 
to unite them with a 
Queen-right colony but 
failure on my part to do 
this led to their demise. 
That is not good 
beekeeping! As ever, I 


pledge to do better this 
coming season. 

My beekeeping has 
spanned some 40 years, 
and I am getting older. 
Beekeeping activities do 
demand a certain level of 
fitness and there are days 
when I know how old I 
am. In the coming years 
it is my intention to 
reduce the number of 
colonies that I look after. 

Also come September 
of this year I will be 
getting remarried and 
this will see me moving 
to Cardiff to live, so a 
change in my beekeeping 
will have to be 
addressed. 

A reduction in 
equipment will be on the 
cards if any beekeepers 
might like to contact me 
to discuss my plans, I 
would be glad to hear 
from them. I am not 
giving up completely but 
my long-term plans do 
involve less physical 
beekeeping.

Mundy, who had horses 
with Tenby trainer David 
Harrison and later Fred 
Rimell, acted as starter 
and with her biting 
tongue - she was known 
as ‘Hellcat Mundy’ - 
must have been a good 
one at that! 

After the war, the 
races were revived at 
Ho wick, not far from 
Chepstow Racecourse, 
and thanks to the Jenkins 
and Price families, this 
delightful course is still 
in use today. 

It would be 

impossible to list all the 
fine riding performances 
over the years by the 
likes of Bill Jones, Colin 
Davies, Dick Bowen, 

Jim Thomas, Mike 
Williams, Tim Rooney 
and John Llewellyn to 
name just some. 

However, one that 
should be singled out is 
that of Newport-born 
Barry Thomas who, in 
1971, rode in all the 
men’s races on the card 
and won them all. 

The same sentiment 
would apply to all the 
good horses that have 
ran at Howick but 
special mention must be 
made of Milton 
Bradley's mare Octroi 
who was unbeaten in 
nine races there.

With Radyr scoring again just after 20 minutes we 
feared a rout, but the boys would not be breached 
again in this game. The defence of Josh, Lloyd, Dan 
and Aron pulled their sleeves and dogged out a 
performance from then on. 

There was a different attitude in the second half 
and the midfield of Owen, Jack and lestyn, with Eski 
playing high, and a cutting thrust of Jacob, gave less 
ball away and now we looked like we had our fight 
back. 

Josh stepped up, shot hard and high which gave 
their keeper no chance. Another superb free kick 
taken by Josh hit the back of the net and all of a 


sudden the other side looked nervous. 

We peppered them then, wave after wave of 
attacks, and some box to box play resulted in a goal 
to Jacob. With the clock ticking down the ball fell to 
Lloyd who managed to rifle the ball in the net. What 
a turnaround! 

A quick mention of thanks to Adrian Heathfield 
who refereed the game fairly, a fact that didnt go 
unnoticed by the opposition also.

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Competition intense at 40 mile race! 


DULL overcast conditions with 
drizzle for the early stages, with 
a high of 10 degrees proved 
conducive for some excellent 
performances at the Barry 40 
Miles Track Race. 

The race incorporated the 26th 
edition of the Welsh Ultradistance 
Championship, with 10 starters and 
eight completing the full distance. 
Maybe the fact that Wales will be 
hosting the Anglo Celtic Plate/UK 
100km championships at Redwick in 
eight weeks time was an attraction, but 
there was no doubting that this was the 
best and most-strongly contested Welsh 
Ultra Championship for many years. 

Particularly pleasing was the fact that 
Welsh athletes finished in four of the 
top five positions, with all four breaking 
the five hour barrier being a very 
welcome bonus (the first time this has 
happened since 2000). 

Jason Dickinson from TROTS was a 
very impressive winner of this 
championship in 2014, and was clearly 
the man to beat. He was five minutes 
clear of the opposition after the opening 
10 miles, and he turned the Welsh 
Championship into a procession. He has 
clearly moved on to another level in the 
last 12 months, and his reward was a 
huge personal best of 17 minutes. 
However, the destiny of the minor 
medals was compelling to watch, with 
Jason Scanlon, making his Barry debut, 
running a very canny race. He was, in 
fact, in sixth place of the Welsh athletes 
to finish after 10 miles, and only caught 
Dave Headon, who had been in the 
silver medal position, after 28 miles. He 
ran the final 20 miles five minutes 
quicker than the first 20, and that takes 
a very cool head and smart pace 
judgment. 

The battle for bronze was closer still, 
with Jeremy Mower, very experienced 
in this event, only inching away from 
Dave Headon with two miles to go. 


However, both Jeremy and Dave failed 
to finish last year, so for both to break 
five hours was a major achievement. 
Two newcomers to the race, Nigel 
Davies (Sam Helen) and Keith James 
(Lliswerry Runners) both acquitted 
themselves well in their first attempt at 
this classic event, and will have learnt 
much from the experience. 

The Welsh ladies championship was a 
contest of three former champions, 

Jayne Angilley (2014), Natasha Farid- 
Doyle (2013) and Loretta Daley (2006- 
8). Natasha was relatively new to ultra 
distance two years ago, but a major 
breakthrough in the 24 hours event 
recently has given her a new-found 
confidence as well as the all-important 
extra stamina. She never looked in any 
trouble throughout the race, and her 
reward was a half-hour improvement to 
5:33:47, as well as a second Welsh title. 

Jayne showed all her tenacity to take 
the title last year, and although 
disappointed with her finishing time, 
showed tremendous spirit to take the 
silver medal here in 6:05:05. Sadly 
Loretta pulled out after 20 miles, but no 
doubt will be back to contest the race 
once more in 2016. 

Despite the late withdrawal of four of 
the leading contenders through injury, 
the 29th mnning of the iconic Barry 40 
Miles Track Race turned out to be a 
resounding success. Given the arduous 
nature of the event, the weather can 
have a significant bearing on the 
outcome - light winds and a high of ten 
degrees were pretty much perfect, and 
even the intermittent drizzle for the first 
half of the race helped minimise the 
inevitable effects of dehydration. This, 
plus the obvious meticulous personal 
preparation of the 20 athletes, led to an 
impressive list of personal best 
performances. 

Grant Jeans, who won here three 
years ago, made the long journey from 
Glasgow, and despite having spent some 
time out through injury, started the race 


as the clear favourite. His likeliest 
challenge appeared to come from Jason 
Dickinson, representing the TROTS 
club from west Wales. Jason had a 
marvellous run here last year to win the 
Welsh title, and recent reports indicated 
that he was in even better form this 
time. 

A record six ladies entered this year, 
indicative of the fact that British lady 
ultrarunners are experiencing 
unparalleled success of late, and three of 
the UK top 10 ladies over 24 hours 
were in the line-up. Isobel Wykes from 
Truro has been amongst the top UK 
ladies over 100 km for over a decade, 
but a move up to the 24 hour event last 
year has seen her become stronger and 
more confident than ever. 

She was using the race as a long 
training run in preparation for the World 
24 hour championships in Turin in five 
weeks time. Local athlete Natasha 
Farid-Doyle was another athlete who 
had benefited from increased mileage 
recently, and like Isobel was using the 
race as valuable preparation for sterner 
challenges ahead. Last year’s lady 
winner, Jayne Angilley, returned to 
defend her title, and completing an 
impressive line up were Sharon Gayter, 
Loretta Daley and Molly Melhuish. 

By five miles. Grant Jeans (31:00) 
was two and a half minutes ahead of 
Jason (33:33), and five minutes clear of 
Dave Headon and Zoltan Lesi (36:06) 
who were renewing their friendship 
from competing here last year. The next 
ten places were all very close. Isobel 
Wykes (38:41) and Natasha Farid-Doyle 
were running together a lot, and making 
running round a track look ridiculous 
easy. There was lots of banter with 
Jayne Angilley and Loretta Daley only 
around three minutes back, with 
everyone looking comfortable. The 
intermittent drizzle meant that there 
were occasional changes of clothes to 
ensure athletes maintained sufficient 
warmth and comfort. 


The second five miles were pretty 
much a mirror image of the first with 
both Grant and Jason on ‘cruise control’ 
and there was little change up to 
halfway. Past experience of this race has 
shown that the third quarter begins to 
expose athletes’ relative strengths and 
weaknesses. Truth to tell, there weren’t 
a lot of weaknesses to expose; 18 of the 
20 starters were still on the track, and 
while not running quite as fluently as 
previously, most were still going well. 

Grant was now over six circuits 
ahead (11 minutes) and also had moved 
ahead of his 2012 schedule. Jason was 
no longer conceding ground and was 
obviously going to better his 2014 time 
by a distance. Grant reached the home 
stretch, and track racing can create some 
interesting battles to watch, because, 
even though the overall result had been 
decided, the two leaders spent much of 
the final miles running together 
(although six laps apart) as Jason, 16 
years older, tried to establish a final 
superiority over his younger rival, with 
Grant equally determined not to let him 
go. 

Remarkably, Grant delivered a final 
flourish with a sprint on the last lap to 
win in 4:25:15, more than seven 
minutes quicker than in 2012, when the 
conditions were significantly windier. 
Jason’s reward in second in 4:35:54 was 
a successive Welsh crown and runners- 
up spot, and a 17 minute personal best. 

Jason Scanlon followed in third, 
maintaining his impressive drive 
through the field, and even more 
pleasing since it was his debut in this 
event. Jeremy Mower eventually caught 
Dave Headon on lap 150, and narrowly 
secured 4th position, but both were 
elated to break the all-important five 
hour barrier. 

Isobel continued her imperious 
progress to the end, and rarely has a 
time of 5:16:58 looked easier - exactly 
the tonic she wanted prior to the World 
24 hour championships next month. Her 


friend Natasha Farid-Doyle also looked 
remarkably controlled to take the 
runners up spot and regain her Welsh 
title in 5:33:47 - half an hour quicker 
than she ran here two years ago. Jayne 
Angilley hung on well to place third in 
6:05:05, and a Welsh championship 
silver, but had clearly found it a 
struggle. 

The fact that 16 of the 20 starters 
made it to the finish speaks volumes as 
to the physical and mental preparation 
of all concerned. Each had a remarkable 
tale to tell, but none more so than Geoff 
Oliver. Geoff (81) has been running 
ultras for the last 40 years, and the 
Barry event for the last 20. 

After competing here 11 times 
before, and setting five world age group 
records, it came as no surprise that he 
should return to attack the world over- 
80s best performance he set in the UK 
24 hours championships in Tooting Bee 
last September. And it came as even less 
of a surprise that he should revise his 
own marks at 30 miles (5:10:21), 50 
kms (5:23:00) and 6 hours (54.039km). 
On a day of superlative performances, 
Geoff had upstaged his younger rivals 
once again - and it was both 
breathtaking and inspiring to watch him. 

As ever, this wasn’t just about the 
athletes, it was also about the teams of 
supporters, so a special thank you 
should also go out to all the lap 
counters, drinks attendents, families and 
friends, Gary and Pip Hyatt for 
refreshments, Welsh Athletics, stadium 
groundsman Mike Humphrey, 
paramedic Martyn Morgan, race 
photographer Paul Stillman and 
everyone for their interest. 

Next year’s race will be the 30th - 
this is a show which just keeps running!

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Barry’s undefeated 
run conies to an end 


BARRY Town United's 
long unbeaten streak 
came to an end on 
Saturday against Undy; 
but the Jenner Park 
club remain in a strong 
position to secure a 
second successive league 
title. 

The Welsh League Division 
Two meeting with Undy 
Athletic was always 
pinpointed as one of the 
campaign’s tougher tests, with 
the visitors having held Barry 
to a 2-2 draw in January, after 
taking Town to extra-time in 
the 2013-14 Welsh Cup. 

However, few of the crowd 
of 135, opting against an 
afternoon of Six Nations 
rugby, could have foreseen the 
series of events that led to the 
Town's first league defeat 
since April 2014. 

With traffic problems 
delaying kick-off and Barry 
manager Gavin Chesterfield 
stuck at the wrong end of the 
M4 following midweek 
international duties, captain 
James Saddler, on his 150th 
Barry start, skippered a team 
without experienced 
campaigners Jamie Bradford, 
Tom Billing and Bobby Briers, 
and effective youngster Paul 
Morgan. 

Nonetheless, fresh-faced 
Theo Richards slotted fairly 
comfortably into the Town 
back-four, partnering fellow 
Barry boys Lewis Cosslett and 
Ryan Evans, as well as long- 
serving former Wales youth 


international Geraint Frowen. 

Undy started the sharper of 
the sides, creating the bulk of 
the first-half chances and 
leaving Curtis Hutson, James 
Dixon and TJ Nagi to battle 
for scraps. 

Town front pairing Dixon 
and Nagi would both strike the 
woodwork later, but it was the 
visitors who struck first blood, 
Gareth Cullimore's low effort 
beating Town goalkeeper Dan 
Bradley in the 34th minute. 

Failing to come to life as a 
unit in what was a lethargic 
first half. Town performed 
better after the break, but were 
stunned when, three minutes 
into the second-half, Cullimore 
bagged his and Undy's second. 

A fine right-footed strike 
that rocketed off the far post 
and into the Barry net, the 
second rocked the Jenner Park 
faithful and outlined the 
jeopardy the Town's 23-match 
unbeaten run was truly in. 

Steadily finding their way, 
Dixon was unfortunate not to 
snatch one back for the hosts 
when the Undy goalkeeper 
blocked his effort from close 
range; and another Barry 
attempt was cleared from the 
line, finishing a frantic 
goalmouth scramble. 

Then, when it seemed that 
the Town were destined to half 
the deficit, Undy broke free on 
the hour mark against the run 
of play which led to a straight 
red card for Lewis Cosslett. 

Cosslett instinctively pulled 
back the Athletic striker, 
denying him a clean run at 
goal, and while Barry would 


evade conceding a penalty by 
the narrowest of margins, the 
resulting free-kick from the 
edge of the box proved to be 
equally dangerous. 

Curling home an exquisite 
set-piece to give the Gwent 
side a sizeable 3-0 lead, Tom 
Hooper delighted the away 
contingent, while rubbing 
further salt into the wounds of 
the grandstanders. 

Never knowingly beaten, 
Barry persisted to chase the 
match and, despite their man 
disadvantage, they pulled one 
back with 20 minutes 
remaining. 

Finishing from distance 
with typical skill and aplomb, 
it was Nagi who reduced the 
arrears, netting his 18th of the 
season and 65th in Barry 
colours. 

The strike would galvanise 
the crowd and home team 
alike and, for a brief few 
minutes, it appeared that the 
Town may mount an mighty 
comeback to salvage a 
precious point. 

However, a pair of quick- 
fire bookings for substitute 
Damon Searle, baffling both 
onlookers and the ex-Cardiff 
City defender, reduced Barry 
to nine men and effectively 
ended their chances of 
avoiding a first league defeat. 

A bad day at the office for 
the Welsh League Division 
Three champions, but credit 
must go to the visitors, who 
were the better side on the day 
against a side sure to bounce 
back. 

Barry now travel to 


Caerleon on Saturday (2.30pm 
kick-off) needing four points 
to secure the unprecedented 
feat of back-to-back 
promotions. 

Should results be in their 
favour, the Town could then be 
promoted at Jenner Park 
against Cwmbran Celtic next 
Tuesday, March 24 (7.45pm) 
or the following Saturday, 
March 28, at home to 
Penrhiwceiber (2.30pm). 

Though their unblemished 
record has been shed, the real 
prizes still remain to play for 
and all in the town are 
welcomed to be part of what 
may be another historic season 
for the men in yellow and 
blue.

When the Glamorgan Hunt 
held their first meeting... 


THE Glamorgan Hunt will be 
celebrating their 125th 
anniversary meeting when they 
hold their point-to-point at 
Ystradowen on March 28. 

A report in the South Wales Daily 
News, dated March 7,1890, read: “The 
programme for the Cardiff races has 
just been issued. It contains a list of 12 
races, six each day. They are the usual 
type and call for no comment. 
Moreover, the interest in them locally 
is now eclipsed by the point-to-point 
which is fixed for the 19th of March.” 

The Cardiff races referred to took 
place at Ely Racecourse which was to 
be home to the Welsh Grand National 
from 1895 until 1939 when the 
racecourse closed. However, the point- 
to-point race referred to - in fact there 
were two of them - was for maiden 
hunters, the property of subscribers to 
the Glamorgan and Lord Tredegar 
Hounds. 

The first was for horses not 
exceeding 15.2hh, the minmum weight 
being list, 71b. In the second race the 
riders weighed out at 13st. The races 
were held on a Wednesday afternoon, 
and the riders weighed out in the 
outbuildings of Mr Ralph Thurston, 
Bassett's farm at Crossways, near 
Cowbridge. 

Mr Bassett, who held the mastership 
of the Glamorgan Hounds, was a 
popular sportsman and was solely 
responsible for the existence of the 
Cowbridge Hunt races that used to be 
held at Penllyn Castle, Cowbridge. The 
course for these races is said to have 
commenced at a point between 
Llandow and Stembridge. 

Crossing the Clemenston brook, it 
took a direction northward, and turning 
right, and leaving Hilton Farm on the 
left, it was almost a straight line over 
the Pinklands, finishing up at the 
Corrwgs. The course, which was 
mostly grass, was a stiff one and the 
distance was about four miles. 


Victory in the first event went to Mr 
H Watson’s Snitton who a month later 
landed a selling hunters’ steeplechase 
at Cowbridge Races. There were 12 
starters for the second race - there had 
been 14 in the first - which was won by 
Capt. Morgan Lindsay’s Brunette. 

Mr Herbert Sarsfield Watson, the 
son of Mr Jonas Watson, a well-known 
Cardiff businesman, was a popular 
rider at local meetings and on a few 
occasions had won the Glamorgan 
Hunt Cup at Cowbridge Steeplechases. 

One person who remembered Capt. 
Morgan Lindsay was Mr W J Heariden 
who recalled: “He was a real Christian 
and devout churchman and one of 
nature’s rare gentlemen. He served in 
the South African War and the 1914-18 
war, in which he sadly lost three sons, 
all I think in the space of 12 months.” 

Colonel Lindsay, as he was to 
become, trained many winners from 
his mountainside training yard at Ystad 
Mynach and among those to ride for 
him were Fulke Walwyn, Evan 
Williams and Sir Harry Llewellyn. 

The South Wales Daily News 
reporter. Cosmos, did not seem entirely 
satisfied with the conditions of entry 
for these races. He wrote: “When the 
conditions were framed, the limiting of 
the animals’ height to 15.2hh was done 
in order to give the smaller animals - of 
which there are so many in the hunt - a 
reasonable expectation of carrying off 
the trophy, but the intention failed 
because weight was not allowed for 
inches, as it should have been.” 

He went on to say: “The framing of 
these conditions did not allow a bona 
fide farmer to enter his horse in either 
race. Such a small courtesy would cost 
nothing, and would cement many a 
friendship.” Cosmos, it seems, was not 
only an outspoken man, but a wise one 
too!

'W'UST before their epic quarter final 
I clash at the 2011 Rugby World Cup 
*1 in Wellington, New Zealand, the 
Irish camp artfully let it be known that 
they ^^knew how to heat Wales^\ 

It may have all been part of the ‘phoney-war’ 
wind-up mind games that are played before the 
real action begins out on the pitch, but 
nevertheless there was some justification for the 
claim, given that Ireland had won eight out of 
the 10 previous meetings, including a ‘double’ 
over their former head coach Warren Gatland’s 
Wales - 27-12 at Croke Park in 2010 and 17-15 
at Cardiff’s Millennium Stadium in Ireland’s 
Grand Slam year, 2009. 

Tongue-in-cheek or not, the pre-match barbs 
came back to haunt them, as a young Welsh 
team that were the dark horses of the 
tournament, suddenly exploded into World Cup 
action, ripping Ireland’s old guard apart (22- 
10) with a controlled fury they have not been 
quite able to replicate since - with the possible 
exception of the ferocious 30-3 dismantling of 
Grand Slam-hunting England at the 
Millennium Stadium in March 2013. 

At the time, this column noted that the RWC 
stunner would come to be seen as a defining, 
coming-of-age landmark on the road to the 
long-awaited Welsh revival, following on from 
two Grand Slams in 2005 and 2008. 

It was built on an iron-clad, aggressive 
defence and relentless power play that has 
become Gatland’s trademark - though since 
mocked in some quarters as ‘Warren-ball’; a 
theme taken up by former Irish international 
Neil Francis in a controversial newspaper 
article, who repeated the “/rc/and know how to 
beat Wales’’’ claim just days before Saturday’s 
Six Nations showdown at the Millennium 
Stadium: 

^‘They (Wales) are quietly confident they can do 
us... They are confident every time they play us! 
Their problem is that their game is pretty one 
dimensional - Warren-ball,” he scoffed, going on 
to say mischievously that Gatland had the 
^Hntellectual properties of a tub of Flora” - an 


outburst guaranteed to raise Welsh hackles, 
adding even more spice to an already charged 
atmosphere in the home dressing room. 

The question was, could the team respond as 
they had done before to Irish taunts in New 
Zealand? 

‘Yes’ was the emphatic answer and it came in 
80 pulsating minutes of raw courage and fierce 
physical commitment, with a truly remarkable 
defensive effort hewn out of Hhey shall not 
pass!’ defiance - the like of which has not been 
seen at the Millennium Stadium for many a 
year. 

From the outset, it was clear that the form 
book was being ripped up and if the No 3 side 
in the world, who were on a 10-match winning 
roll, really believed the pre-match hype that 
they ^knew how to beat one-dimensional Wales’ 
they were soon to be disabused, as the home 
team hurled themselves bodily into the fray to 
claim a famous 23-16 victory and deny the 
tournament favourites any chance of a Grand 
Slam. 

Last week, this column suggested Wales were 
“poised to burst the green bubble”, with 
growing signs that a slow to burn Welsh fuse 
was set to burst into flame in the penultimate 
match of the Six Nations and predicted - ‘/t’s 
going to be a craic-erV 

And so it proved with a vengeance, as two old 
Celtic rivals clashed in hand-to-hand sporting 
combat that was not for the fainthearted. 

There was no way the Welsh fuse would burn 
slow this day - with the home side roaring out 
of the starting blocks and almost immediately 
forcing their taken aback opponents into the 
first of a stream of penalties which Leigh 
Halfpenny snapped up; and followed this five 
minutes later when the Irish conceded a second 
penalty, this time directly in front of their posts. 

The metronomic full back sounded a warning 
that all indiscretions would be severely 
punished from anywhere on the park, when the 


now clearly rattled men in green were penalised 
on halfway and over it sailed to make the score 
9-0 with just 10 minutes gone. 

The lesson, it seems, was not heeded, for the 
visitors’ were harried into yet another penalty 
infringement gobbled up by Halfpenny - 
though it also coincided with tight head prop 
Samson Lee leaving the field with a leg injury, 
to be replaced by Aaron Jarvis. 

(The game also saw young Pembrokeshire 
prop Rob Evans later make his senior debut off 
the bench, replacing 113-cap Gethin Jenkins). 

Ireland’s danger man, the usually assured 
Johnny Sexton, whose kicking was expected to 
be pivotal to the outcome (no pun intended!) 
was showing he, too, is not immune to error, 
failing with a kickable penalty attempt, though 
he made amends (just!) with a kick that 
hobbled over the crossbar for Ireland’s first 
points, to make it 12-3. 

Thanks to giant second row Luke Charteris 
and Welsh skipper Sam Warburton (who 
celebrated breaking the record for most Wales 
caps as captain with a man-of-the-match 
award), Wales were dominating the lineout 
where Ireland were expected to have a field day. 

When Warburton was yellow carded, 
reducing his team to 14 men for 10 minutes and 
Sexton found his range with the resulting 
penalty to cut the deficit to 12-6, some feared 
this could be the critical turning point. 

His opposite number, Dan Biggar eased the 
nerves with a well-worked drop goal to make 
the score 15-6. Then, as halftime approached, 
the visitors suddenly hit back with a cross-field 
move that almost reaped dividends, but the 
heroic Welsh defence held out - though having 
to concede a penalty smack in front of their 
posts which made the score 15-9. 

After the changeover, the home team was 
subjected to wave after wave of all-out attacks 
that threatened to overwhelm the defensive 
redline, with Irish attackers encamped there for 


an incredible 32 phases - but coming away 
empty handed. 

The ball was finally cleared away to touch - 
and then it was Wales’ turn to attack, 
replacement centre Scott Williams cut through 
the defence like a knife through butter (or 
Flora!) for a top drawer team try, which for 
once Halfpenny failed to convert. 

At 20-9, the two incidents could well have 
demoralised a lesser side, but the Grand Slam 
hopefuls were made of sterner stuff and again 
Wales found themselves under the cosh, pinned 
on their own line. 

Something had to give, and this time it was 
the home defence, with the referee pointing to 
the posts for a converted penalty try that 
reduced the gap to four points at 20-16, with 
just seven minutes to full time. 

By now the combatants resembled two weary 
boxers who had fought each other to a standstill 
and it was to the relief of everyone wearing red 
when Halfpenny took off his headguard and 
lined up his final penalty kick for a truly 
momentous win, the scoreboard now reading 
23-16. 

Even with the clock hand edging toward the 
80-minute mark, the men in green were still 
pressing hard, only thwarted by that valiant 
rearguard defence. 

Now for the cliff-hanger in Rome!
